that may be offered. The jnry selected 
and sworn are:

who have answered that they would have

City Attorney Mills, who is assisting 


Mr. Vail in the prosecution of the defend- 
ant, made the opening statement ou be- 
half of the People before the noon hour. 
He detailed 
circumstances connected 


with the case, showing a strong probabil- 
ity of Durbin'e guilt, in a forcible and 
concise manner, and rather startled the 
prisoner, hie counsel and the spectators 
by the declaration that the People would 
present a witness to the inhuman and 
cowardly deed of Durbin—that of throw- 
ing the child off the Illinois Central 
bridge on the night of March 7th. The 
party was represented to be a keen-eared 
hunter who wns on his way home, who 
heard the shrill, piercing ory of the poor 
abandoned infant as it left the arms of 
the accused. 


Mr. Ashoraft, for the defense, spoke 


Una afternoon. 


The hearing of evidence on behalf of 


the People will commence this evening-. 


It is rrmored on the streets that new 


and important evidence against the de- 
fendant has been unearthed and will be 
presented by the People in the progress 
of the trial. It is that on the night of 
March 7th a man whose name is at pres- 
ent unknown to the reporter, while com- 
ing north on the Illinois Central railroad 
track met a man whom 
he did not 


know going seuth toward the bridge with 
a bundle in his arms, which in the dark- 
ness looked like a baby. The reporter 
to-day has endeavored to learn the name 
of this important witness, if he really ex- 
iste.but without success. Another story, 
which is possibly true, is to the effect 
that a certain party was on the south end 
of the bridge when he saw a man near 
the north end of the bridge, throw a dark 
object into the river. It seems singular 
that these parties have remained quiet 
all this time, but possibly the State's At- 
torney thought he had evidence enough to 
hold Durbio without presenting all the 
testimony of his alleged guilt before the 
jury at the inquest. The other impor- 
tant witnesses against Durbin are Solo- 
mon Sbively and his wife, with whom 
Emily Dunn lived as a single woman.and 
after the marriage both Dnrbin and Em- 
ily resided with the couple until the day 
of their arrest for the mnrdor. 
It is un- 


derstood th'vt a strong effort will be made 
to iinpeuoh 
Mr, Shively. The defense 


will no doubt offer a great deal of expert 
testimony in the attempt to disprove the 
evidence c.f Dre. Ohenoweth and Hareha, 
that the infant died on March 7th. Dur 
bin 19 charged in the indictment with 
bnving murdered the child on that date. 
J( it is proven that it could no$ hove ex- 
pired that night, the result will be a mat- 
ter of speculation until the verdiot of the 
jury is known. 


Not Decided Yet. 


Tbe mandamus case in reference to the 


Wjkoff wagon biidge, now in course of 
oonrtmotion, which hae been before 
Judge Hughes, remains undecided as to 
the final issue, although the Judge has 
overruled the demurrer of Commissioners 
of Highways of Decatnr township. The 
commissioners yet have an opportunity 
to amend, and if they do another argu- 
ment will be heard. It is a question 
whether or not the commissioners can 
compel the county board to pay any sum 
they may fii upon without first submit- 
ting the matter for their consideration. 
If the county gets out of its obligation to 
pay its share of the necessary improve- 
ments, one in which the people of the 
county are equally interested, then the 
commissioners will go ahead and pay the 
bill out of the fund in their possession, 
which will leave but little to improve the 
roads within the township. The matter 
will come up before Judge Hughes again 
after the Dnrbin case is disposed of.

It is produced chiefly by cold, which 
operates most powerfully during per- 
spiration or exposure to heat. Sleep- 
ing In damp sheets—or upon damp 
ground—tho wearing of wet clothes, 
exposure to cold rains without subse- 
quent change of dress, and sitting in a 
cold, damp room, uro examples of the 
kind of exposure whioh is apt to oe 
followed by this disease. It is also a 
constitutional disorder and hereditary. 
Because of an inactive condition of the 
kidneys and bowels the blood is not 
purilied, and an acrid poison is formed 
and deposited in tbe muscles and joints, 
and this causes tho inflammation the 
intense suffering. 


I am of the decided opinion that our 


dietetic errors are as certainly connect- 
ed witli that form of the disease which 
is located in the joints—in consequence 
of tho tcrmentation and putrefaction of 
tho undigested food, when more is 
taken than can be disposed of, or when 
indigestible food is eaten—as in the case 
of the gout. 


While the smaller joints of the hands 


and feet are the seat of the gout, more 
especially, I am able to see no reason 
why '.vo may not attribute a similar 
affection to tho larger joints, usually 
regarded as rheumatic attacks, aa pro- 
ceeding from similar abuses from in- 
temperance in eating and drinking. 
r" I can not but regard the pruaary 


cause as connected with the general 
state of tho system, as all similarly ex- 
posed to tho changes of tho weather, 
similarly 
overtaxed, their 
muscles 


similarly exercised, will not be similar- 
ly atTected, not to the same extent. 
The greater the recuperative power of 
the system, always based on the use of 
wholesome food, more or less, the bet- 
ter able it will be to resist all disease 
attacks, all effects of disobedience to 
tho laws of tho body. Indeed, with a 
perfect diet, tho use of that which is 
simple, wholesome, easy of digestion, 
t:ikeu in proper quantities and at prop- 
er times, I think that rheumatic attacks 
would bo very rare, those only who have 
been unusually careless in their general 
habits. If wo would ward off disease, 
therefore, the true principle is to pro- 
mote health iu a general sense, cre- 
ating such a magazine of electric and 
recuperative force within that disease 
attacks must prove abortive, failing to 
had a point so weak that an entrance 
may be forced! Since "the blood is the 
life." and, since tho blood is made 
made from the food eaten, the good 
from pure food, and the impure from 
worthless or tainted or inferior food, 
our habits of diet must be of great im- 
portance.

lasie only, but just to the extent that it 
i-, fairly and thoroughly digested, made 
leady Jfor assimilation.

lood.s corresponding with tho simplicity 
of 
nature—compounding tho animal 


and vegetable products mainly from 
only four distinct elements, oxygen, 
hydrogen, nitrogen, three gases, and 
carbon—with a small number of what 
we may regard as more or less acci- 
d.'utrd substances. This simplefood— 
uot as simple as that of tho patient ox 
—should be taken with the patience of 
the ox, chewing it faithfully and long, 
taken at regular periods, only in sum- 
c.ent quanties to meet the real demands 
of the system, and not simply to gratify 
a morbid appetite, taken for the sake of 
tho health and. strength which it may 
reasonably afford, such care, with an 
abundance of air and sunlight, and a 
general obedience to the laws of our 
being, will ward off rheumatism, with 
most of the diseases which now afflict 
our f.dleu humanity in the line of pen- 
alty.—Dr. llanaford, tn QoldenRule.
